SEASON'S OUTPUT AHEAD IN 


NAVEL ORANGE SHIPMENTS 


Estimates Fa!! Far Short for Covina Valley and 


Surprise Comes Through Increase Over Last 


Year-District Pro Rates 1,580 Cars. 


Estimates made at the opening of 


the nave] season in the Covina dis- 
trict," relating to the amount of the 
crop to be handled, prove now to have 
fallen short of what has actually been 
shipped. The shipments from this dis- 
trict have gone far ahead of what 
was considered a fairly accurate es- 
timate at the outset. At this time, 
when there is still about two weeks 
more of packing to be done before the 
Covina valley will be through with 
the last navel orange, the crop has 
already gone ahead of the figures of 
last year, and this in the face of the 
fact that many orchards did -not bear 
as heavily this year as the year pre- 
vious. This condition has been offset 
by the coming into bearing of a larger 
acreage in new localities. The gen- 
eral summary of the navel season is 
accompanied by the word "splendid" 
on the part of the shippers, and the 
figures show that Covina has indeed 
been the most fortunate of any orange 
locality in the state. 


Up until Monday night of this week, 


the Covina district proper had ship- 
ped 
15SO 
cars, or 682,000 boxes, of na- 


vels. Of this number, 1108 ears, or 
44,'J,200 boxes, were shipped from the 
Southern Pacific station at Ccnina. 
There were 2(52 cars shipped from the 
Charter Oak Citrus Association. 200 
cars from the Irwindale Citrus Asso- 
ciation, OS cars through the Covina 
Fruit Exchange, or the two packing 
houses known as the Covina Citrus 
Association and the Covina Ornngo 
•Growers' Association, and the remain- 
der by the Independent Fruit Com. 
pany, the J. M. Riley Company, the 
California Citrus Union, the Heath & 
Coltrin Company and the Sa.voy Pack- 
ins House. That there will be 100 ears 
shiped this week by the combined 
shippers of the district and its bor- 
(lers is practically an assured 
fact, 


which brings the shipments to date to 
an accurate estimate of 722,000 boxes, 
which will be increased during the 
coming week by the straggling lots 
that wind up the season. A conserva- 
tive estimate for the entire season's 
output in navels is 735,000 boxes. 


SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE. 


Last year the Covina. Fruit Ex- 


change handled 638 cars of navels for 
the entire season, and with the pres- 
ent figures at 60S already shipped, it 
will easily be seen that the ship- 
ments for this district, will go quite 
a little ahead of last year. These fig 
urea are for the Covina Exchange 
alone and do not include the ship 
ments from Irwindale. Charter Oak. 
or the shipments of the independent 
companies, in 
the 
Covina 
district 


Manager W. M. Griswold of the Co- 
vina Exchange said this week that 
the navel season had been entirely 
satisfactory, and better than was an- 
ticipated at the beginning of the sea- 
son. The Covina market received a 
set-back during the latter part of 
March on account of the sudden warm 
spell which swept over eastern United 
States. The entire state of California, 
from every part where oranges were 
being shipped, suffered through this 
warm spell, as the cars containing 
the fruit were not iced. As soon as 
the agents in the East could acquaint 
the shippers with conditions the icing 
commenced of all cars going out, but 
the damage had been done and quite 
a few cars from every district reach- 
ed the market in a partially decayed 
condition. This was a condition which 
was totally unforeseen. 


While Covina has suffered not at 


all from the frosting of the fruit of 
thjs district, the damage done to other 
districts by frost has damaged the 
market for Covina. materially. This 
fact is agreed upon by every shipper 
iu the valley. The Argus talked with 
all shippers this week, including all 
the independent shippers, and they all 
agreed that the frosted fruit shipped 
into the eastern markets from points 
east of us in the state, caused a mar- 
ket condition that materially injured 
the Covina sales for the time. The 
jobbers and brokers of the East be- 
came convinced early in the season 
that the Covina fruit was not touched 
by frost, but so great had been the 
influx of frosted 
fruits 
from other 


sources, the individual consumer be- 


fruit remained at a high state of fine 
flavor, in fact a perfect orange dur- 
ing the season, the inroads caused by 
the frosted fruit from other sources 
made the buyers wary. 
When the 


heavy frost swept over the districts 
of eastern Southern California early in 
the season, it is said that the ship- 
pers of that district attempted to cull 
the frosted fruit from the shipments, 
but it is a fact that, hundreds of car- 
loads of this inferior fruit found its 
way into the eastern markets to the 
detriment of the entire state. But 
Covina's unblemished record as a lo- 
cality where oranges are not frozen, 
and most assuredly where frozen or- 
anges are not shipped, has had its 
weight with the brokers and buyers 
of the East, and especially has its 
reputation for excellency been estab- 
lished this year. 


ALL SHOW ADVANCE. 


Every fruit shipping establishment 


in the Covina. valley shows a gain in 
shipments, with possibly two excep- 
tions. The Covina Fruit Exchange re- 
mains 
supreme in its first place 


among shippers. William Hoogendyk 
of the Charter Oak Citrus Association, 
in giving the figures as 2G2 cars, stat- 
ed that this was .10 cars ahead of 
the shipments last year, and the re- 
port of B. .Miller of the Irwindale Cit- 
rus Association shows up splendidly, 
in spite of the fact that, this associa- 
tion had its properly burned to the 
ground this year. 


On the north of Covina, the A.C.G. 


Exchange at Azusa has shipped 
13fiO 


ears up until last week, or 540,000 
boxes, and the estimate of remaining 
cars of navels to be shipped is 75

CONTINUOUS SEASON. 


The Covina shippers intimate that 


there will be little , if any, cessation 
in the packing between the navel and 
the Valencia season. Mr. Hoogendyk 
states that he e::por-ts t.o close for a ' 
brief season, but C. 
13. Crawford of 


the Covina Or;<r.p> Growers, Associa- 
tion said that indications were t h a t 
no letup would be possible between 
the two seasons, and other shippers 
are practically of the same opinion. 


The Covina Fruit Exchange shipped 


130,000 boxes of Valencias last year. 
Advices from this source this week 
regarding the amount of the Valencia 
crop were to the effect that the Val- 
eucias would be light bearers this 
year, but remembering the manner in 
which estimates went a-glimmering on 
the navel crop, the summer estimates 
are being held in abeyance until some- 
thing definite may be obtained. 


REDLANDS FALLS SHORT. 


The following from the Redlands 


Daily Facts shows the condition at 
the end of the season in that dis- 
trict: 


"The orange market is just now 


very encouraging, although there is a 
comparatively small part of the navel 
crop remaining to receive the advan- 
tage of the higher-prices. It is expect- 
ed that practically all the navels will 
be shipped from the Redlands district 
within the next ten days. A few cars 
will be-' held back for later shipment, 
but the general crop will be cleaned 
up by that time, if there is nothing to 
stop picking and no slump in the u '. \-i

market. It is getting so late in the 
season now that there is no longer 
danger of these contingencies inter- 
fering very materially with the ship- 
Ping. 


"Returns from the various associa- 


tion pools show that the net cash re- 
turns for the Redlands crop of oran- 
;es will not be so far short of last 
season's returns as 
was expected. 


Some of the shippers have consistent- 
y maintained that the Redlands rrnp 
was going to bring more per box, on 
in average, than last season, and pres- 
ent indications point to the results 
coming very clot.e to that. Some of

HEAVY FRUIT REMAND. 


A summary from the Los Angeles 


Fruit World, covering the situation in 
the state, is to the effect that not for 
some time has there been such a uni- 
versal demand for California oranges 
as at present, and cars are being 
snapped up at all points at ve.-y satis- 
factory prices. 
The averages being 


realized make a splendid showing, 
and were it not for the excessive 
number of large sizes, which pull the 
averages down considerable, some rec- 
ord prices would result. 


Sizes 250s command the best prices 


with 176s and 150s next in demand, 
these sizes commanding all the way 
from 25c, to over $1 more than the 
larger sizes. 
A comparison of the 


prices received last year at this time 
show the. market to be from 25c to 50c 
higher than comparative prices last 
season. 


Just how many cars of navels re- 


main to be shipped is difficult to ascer- 
tain, but that the supply is diminish- 
ing rapidly is very evident, as the ex- 
change 
holdings are 
estimated 
at 


about 1SOO cars. 


Taking the Exchange estimate of 


about 1800 cars navels remaining and 
the estimate of the navels outside of 
the Exchange (basing the figures on 
the Exchange controlling 60 per cent 
of the fruit), there are probably less 
than 3000 cars navels left to go for- 
ward. 


Shippers are not anxious to quote 


prices for any time ahead because of 
the very strong market situation, as 
they are confident that the market 
will advance still higher than present 
prices, thus price values are very un- 
settled. 


Seedlings have also been booming, 


fancy stock averaging ?3.ir> in New 
York on Wednesday, choice ?2.05 and 
standards $2.75. 


Some little inquiry is being made 


for Valencias, but shippers do not euro ' 
to quote prices at this time, although 
some talk is heard around $2.50 as the ! 
opening price. 


Summing up the whole situation, 


prospects for the balance of the sea- 
son look very bright, and with an 
even distribution of the balance of 
the navels so that no market is qver 
supplied, there sepnis to be no pros- 
pect for a break in the present satis- 
factory prices.
